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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  &  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service  is  represented  in 
-every  town,  city  or  unorganized  place  in  our  state  by  the  forest 
iire  warden.  Anyone  wishing  to  kindle  an  outside  fire  when  the 
ground  is  not  covered  >vith  snow  must  first  obtain  the  written  per- 
mission of  the  fire  warden.  Except  for  cooking  fires,  no  fire  can  be 
kindled  between  9:00  A.M.  and  5:30  P.M.  unless  it  is  a  commercial 
or  industrial  bum  or  it  is  raining.  The  fire  warden  is  assisted  in 
his  work  by  the  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  who  works  for  the  De- 
partment of  Resources  and  Economic  Development  Forest  Fire 
Sendee. 

Fire  prevention  was,  again  this  year,  the  most  important  part 
of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job.  Fire  statistics  show  the  need  with 
72%  of  the  fires  caused  by  smoking,  debris  burning  and  children. 
Smokey  the  Bear  is  an  important  prevention  tool  but  he  still  needs 
much  help  from  the  public.  Parents  should  warn  their  children  of 
the  hazards  of  playing  with  matches.  Children  tend  to  forget  that 
a  lighted  match  held  in  their  hand  is  a  potential  forest  fire. 

This  year  there  were  8.6  acres  burned  on  Mt.  Cardigan,  AMC 

Xiodge.
